We went to 3950 Hollister and talked to the wonan in charge of the 
office, Rina Hermann, WF, 4&2-4597. We learned that they had a 
previous tenant by the name of Donald Reed that had occupied sever¬ 
al apartments there but were not living there now. This Donald Reed 
and a Gary A. Wilkerson, WN 19, had moved in #90 on 5-B-73 and later 
transferred to #207, as listed in previous supplementsL That apt. 
had been vacated on or about 7-1-73. Mrs. Hermann stated that these 
two white males had caused them numerous problems and had other peo¬ 
ple staying with them who were not on the lease. Information on 
"their application showed that a 3ettle Holt, 1603 BethpLehom, 63l - 
6382, had signed the lease. 

We went to 1603 Bethlefaem and spoke with Mrs. Holt, who wo found 
to be the mother of Gary Allen Wilkerson, WM, 6-29-54 1 We asked her 
about the whereabouts of her son and she related the i'pllowing. She 
has not heard from her son since approximately 7—2—73• I At that time 
she thought he was still living on Hollister. Her husband, Gary's 
stepfather, and Gary do not get along but Gary does hijt her up for 
money frequently. She became concerned about Gary as he had not con¬ 
tacted her and on 7-l4-73> she went to this apartment Dn Hollister 
but had no luck finding him as the people in #207 acted as if they 
did not know who she was talking about. On 7-26-73> a nurse at a 
Doctors office across from Waltrip Funeral Home on Campbell called 
her in regards to her sons car, which had been abandoned in their 
parking lot a week or two prior. Mrs. Holt had this ckr, a 1970 Flat 
white, 1973 Texas towed to her home on Bethlehem. In this 

car she found some applications for apartment rental in the name of 
her son, Gary A. Wilkerson, and a Gerald Bdward Gorskjl, 1325 Conrad 
Sauer, 467-0143. These applications were lor tne same aoartment, 

#432 of the Foxhall Apt3., 8222 Kingsbrook, and were d|ated 7-7-73- 


Mrs. Holt stated that her sister, Mrs. 3obbie ’’loeheck, 697- 
3077 heard from Gary on the night of 7-27-73- He camel by and there 
was another White male with him. We were unable to cointact her at 
this point and we are not sure ## who this was that was with Gary.

He was goipg to sell him 
a lid and Marty went back to his car and brought back just ® large 
quantity of marijuana. At this point, Gary Wilkerson, who according 
to Donald Reed is somewhat of a bully or acts that way, just decided 
to take the marijuana from Marty. Reed believes that he ^ £ 

his personal stash. Also, Reed did not see him but he got the i">P£| 
ssion that Willie Flores Garza was along with Marty a. this time 
that it was possible Garza's marijuana. 

Reed further stated that Marty lived with he and Wilkerson for 
awhile in Kay and that he always had money and he belipved tnat he 
was ouahing done. The last time he aaw Gary was on Saturday, 9-23- 
73 ' Gary called him at home about some money that he ptili owed him. 

Gary came over and also told him that if he did P“f ^the^ 

nut him in the hospital. Gary came over and Reed paidlhim and then 
Reed took him to a olace near the Hollister St. Apartments. It should 
be noted that Reed appears to be rather slow and Mrs. Holt aiso sta¬ 
ted that Feed was not compl&tely alert. Reed 3tated that he took 
Gam and dumoed him near the Spring Branch Country Apaktnent3, which 
includes the'Hollister St. Apartments and a number of ° th * r pr °J ec ^ 
nearby.
